I have been assigned to handle a Freedom of Information, Act 
appeal for records in the possession of the Darug Enf orceirient 
Agency reflecting alleged involvement of its predecessors (Fede- 
ral Bxireau of Narcotics and Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs) x^i.th the C.I.A. in drug- testing projects.
